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Street drugs targeted in 
undercover operation 

RCMP lay 82 charges in province-wide bust

A multi-jurisdictional investigation that 
took aim at street level drug sales resulted 
in 19 individuals facing 82 charges Feb. 18. 

The Didsbury RCMP detachment, in 
cooperation with the Red Deer Federal 
Drug section were responsible for charges 
being laid on two Cremona residents, and 
one former Cremona resident presently 
living in Calgary. 

Tyson Wayne (iano, 2(>, of Cremona has 
been charged with one count of trafficking 
in a controlled substance, and one count 
of possession of proceeds of crime; 
Brenda Lee MacLean, 38, also of Cremona, 
has been charged w ith one count of a traf¬ 
ficking in a controlled substance, and two 
counts of possession of proceeds of crime; 
and Calgary resident John Edward 
Vickers, 23, is charged with one count of 
trafficking in a controlled substance, and 
one count of possession of proceeds of 
crime. 

“This has given us a lot of intel," said 
Didsbury RCMPCst. Robert Newton. 

“Not everyone we dealt with has been 
charged and not every one we dealt with 
has been interrelated. So, it’s possible in 


In the broadest terms Infrastructure is the most important issue in the current Alberta

I could continue with regard to the infrastructure deficit in homelessness, affordable 
housing, child care, education, agriculture, and roads (many of which are built on tree 
stumps and black dirt and then paved). 

So the list goes on! 

My point is that we need to have much, much more vision, openness and 
accountability. 

We candidates, as aspiring politicians, need to remember that we are servants to the 
people of Alberta, and have a responsibility to act for the well-being of all society. 
Throwing money at certain hot spots before an election call, in an attempt to lull the 
population into a state of well-being lacks foresight and integrity, and underestimates 
the intelligence of the people. 

Sustainable planning, in open consultation with the people, is the only proper way to 
proceed!

some circumstances that some of the 
undercover operators will have direct 
knowledge of people involved with illegal 
activity, then that gives us more to work 
with down the road." 

Two undercover operators worked in 
the area, using intelligence files to assist in 
laying the charges. 

Aside from Newton, Didsbury RCMP 
members were not provided information 
on the undercover operators or the file. 

“Sometimes the operators got picked up 
;is being suspicious by tin* members, and 
they don’t know any different," said 
Newton. 

“At the end of it all we tell our members 
who they were and what was going on. 
That maintains the integrity of our investi¬ 
gation.” 

Newton says police have reason to 
believe that those charged have been sell¬ 
ing drugs locally. 

Street level drugs, the target of the inves¬ 
tigation, are oftentimes connected to 
organized crime, said a prepared state¬ 
ment by RCMPCpI. Wayne Oakes. 

The process, led by the Red Deer 
Federal Drug Section of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police took approxi¬ 
mately two months to complete.

A 20-year-old woman from the rural 
area between Olds and Didsbury was 
killed on Friday evening when the car 
she was a passenger in left the road and 
struck a telephone pole at the intersec¬ 
tion of Range Road 20 and Township 
Road 322. 

The incident happened at about 8:15 
p.m. when the southbound red 2004 
Pontiac Grand Am approached the T 
intersection with Township Road 322. 
The car travelled through the yield sign 
at the intersection and entered the south 
ditch. The passenger side struck a tele¬ 
phone pole before coming to rest. 


The 21-year-old male driver of the vehi¬ 
cle, from Didsbury, was airlifted by 
STARS to Foothills Medical Centre, 
where he remains in serious condition. 

Both occupants of the vehicle were 
wearing seat-belts at the time of the 
crash. Olds RCMP say neither alcohol 
nor drugs were contributing factors in 
the crash. RCMP were unsure whether 
speed was a contributing factor and are 
continuing to investigate. Neither weath¬ 
er nor road conditions were factors in 
the crash. 

The woman’s identity was being with¬ 
held by police, pending the notification 
of the next-of-kin. She was pronounced 
dead at the scene by Mountain View 
Regional Emergency Services personnel.

Nurses a vital 
health care link

Nurses in Alberta and across 
Canada continue to play a vital 
role in keeping the health care 
system functioning for resi¬ 
dents of all ages. 

Without the outstanding ded¬ 
ication of thousands of nurses in urban and 
rural hospital emergency rooms and wards, in 
home care settings, in seniors lodges and else- 
where, the lives of the sick and aged would be 
far less secure, safe and comfortable. 

This year marks the 100th anniversary of the 
Canadian Nurses Association. If they aren’t 
already, all Canadians should make an effort in 
2008 to become more aware of just how very 
important nurses are to the community-at-large.

Projects are rotated between the towns. In 2007 a build 
was completed in Sundre with this year’s project slated 
for Olds. 

Brinton continues to emphasize the regional aspect to 
the group and the importance of all the communities sup¬ 
porting the projects regardless of location. 

The planned project in Olds calls for a duplex to be 
built at the old RCMP detachment location on 54th 
Avenue. Currently the local group is in the process of get¬ 
ting approval for the land transfer from two departments 
of the federal government. 

“It has apparently gone through one of the minister's 
departments and been approved there so we’re just wait¬ 


ing for approval from the second minister, said Brinton. 

In 2007, the group received a $00,000 grant from the 
Alberta Real Estate Foundation to use towards the proj¬ 
ect. 

While they await the decision on the land transfer, the 
group will busy themselves with the planning process 
including site surveys and blueprints for the duplex. 

Brinton said they have a number of people who’ve com¬ 
mitted to helping with the actual construction of the 
building itself once the project is ready to commence.
